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Report Highlights: 
Croatia sewed wheat on an estimated 120,000 ha which resulted in a smaller crop of 
500,000 MT.  The growing season was wet with heavy rain during harvest.  As a result, 
overall wheat quality is lower.  This year’s harvest, combined with government stocks of 
approximately 300,000 MT, will barely meet annual domestic consumption of 750,000 to 
800,000 MT.  Croatia will not have an exportable surplus of wheat and some imports are 
expected.  Corn yield is expected to be good this year with an estimated 2.2 million MT from 
400,000 ha.  Croatia is not expected to import corn this year and may export some corn 
from this year’s harvest.  Barley was sown on an estimated 50,000 ha with a yield of 
150,000 MT.  This season’s excessive rain affected both yield and quality.  Barley imports are 
expected to be around 50,000 MT this year.

Wheat 
 
According to trade sources, farmers sewed wheat on an estimated 120,000 ha instead of the 
usual 200,000 ha which resulted in a smaller crop of 500,000 MT.  In addition, the growing 
season was wet with heavy rain occurring during harvest.  As a result, some grain 
germinated and overall wheat quality is somewhat lower than usual.  Approximately 100,000 
MT of this year’s harvest is of feed wheat quality.  The grain moisture level varies from 
different parts of the country but ranges from 13 to 18%.  Impurities are also high from 3 -
5%.  This year’s production, combined with government stocks of approximately 300,000 MT, 
will barely meet domestic consumption of 750,000 to 800,000 MT.  As a result, Croatia will 
not have an exportable surplus of wheat from this harvest and some imports are expected. 
  
Corn 
 
Corn yield is expected to be good this year with an estimated 2.2 million MT from 400,000 
ha.  Although rains were excessive this year, they were timed well for corn production, and 
even the late sowing has had minimal impact on yields.  It is expected that there will be no 
need to import corn this year, and there is a possibility that Croatia will export some corn 
from this harvest.   
 
Barley 
 
Barley was sown on an estimated 50,000 ha with a yield of 150,000 MT.  This season’s 
excessive rain affected both yield and quality.  Barley imports are expected to be around 
50,000 MT this year.  Most of the imported barley will go to the beer malting industry.  
Croatia’s barley utilization includes 65,000 to 70,000 MT used for malting (brewing), 30,000 
MT used for feed, 90,000 MT used for farm use, and the remainder going to different 
industries.
